OBJECTIUNABLE COMIC 
BOOKS STUDIED 


The Advisiory Board on Ob- 
jectionable Publications, appoint- 
ed by the Attorney-General’s 
Department, recently completed 
a four-day study of objactionable 
comic books and similar publica- 
tions and adjourned until March 
when meetings will be resumed. 
Daring the meeing, board mem- 
bers studied the various codes 
affecting the publication and 
books and 
are adapting features of 
these codes to suit Alberta re- 
uirements, The board’s initial 
draft will be used for the guid-

ance of the committee in estab- 


lishng a set of standards which 
Will be acceptable to the people 
‘of. Alberta, 

The board also discussed comic 
book problems wiih representa. 
tatives of distributors and invit- 
ed their co-operation. A number 
of comic books were studied by 
the board and many were found 
to be objectionable under the 
godes establshed by tie comie 
Book industry. 

In a statement issued follow- 
ing the meeting, the board stress- 


* ed that it was not concerned with

gensorship but with “guidance 
and selection within the frame- 
work of existing legislation. 

“The country wide autcry a- 
gainst certain types of news- 
stand publications certainly war- 
rants public action to protect 
and youth by regula- 
tion,” the board stated. ‘This is 
our sole concern. The regulation 
of objectionable material is not 
new. Such _ regulation would 
merely follow the well-established 
tradition of society moving to 
protect its young and impression- 
able members against the evils 
that spring up in society.” 

The Advisory Board noted that 
“influenge at both ends of the 
publishing scale is necessary for 
success.” Boti. publishers of new- 
stand literature and the /omes 
of the children influenced by this 
literature must be included in the 
approach to the problem. The 
board urged that parents and a- 
dults realize that “facilities for 
-better reading” provide the anti- 
dote to “unheatliy juvenile raad- 
ing matter.” It encouraged par- 
ents to make full use of Alberta 
libraries as the first step to elim- 
inate objectionay\, publications,

POULTRY HOUSE 
VENTILATION ! 


Ventilation is one of the chief 
problems facing prairie poultry- 
ment today. It can be and often 
is, the factor which determines 
the profit and loss of the poultry 
enterprise. 

Ventilation has two main func- 
tions in the laying house. First 
it must remove any excess mois- 
ture from the pens and second 
it must supply tie air require- 
ments of the hen. 

Houses less than 
deep are extremly difficult to 
ventilate. In view of this the re- 
commendations today are that 
laying houses be twenty or more

and to fall apart in a wet mass | 
when peeled and boiled. | 

If we prick the skins of the 
potatoes by jabbing them several 
times with a fork before baking 
it will help. This allows some of 
the excess moisture to escape as 
steam while the potato bakes. 

For mashed potatoes drain the 
potatoes thoroughly. If they still 
seem wet put the pot back over 
very low heat uncovered and let 
them steam off for a few minutes. 
You may lose a few vitamins, but

two highway 
departments 


Highway construction and ad- 
ministration in Alberta are now 
unified under one department with 
the transfer of the Motor Vehicle 
branch to the department of High- 
ways, 

Previously with the Provincial 
Secretary's department, the Motor 
Vehicle branch is responsible for 
such matters as drivers’ licences, 
driver testing, and the issuing of 
licence plates. The department of 
Highways has handled the con- 
struction and maintenance of high- 
ways, and the operation of the 
Highway Traffic Board, 

In an effort to provide more 
efficient service, the new branch 
has been organized in three divi- 
sions: the motor vehicle, opera- 
tors’ and the regulatory divisions, 

Horace R. Clark, chairman of 
the Highway Traffic Board, has 
been appointed registrar, of the 
branch, while still retaining his 
position with the board. Newly- 
registrars in- 
clude: J, Pritchard, motor vehicle 
division; R. F. Tait, operators’ 
division; and C. J. Kenway, regu- 
latory division. 

The motor vehicle division will 
deal with the registration of all 
motor vehicles in Alberta—includ- 
ing the issuing of licences for 
cars, tficks, motorcycles, buses, 
liveries, and other types of licens- 
ed vehicles. 

The ‘operators’ division will be 
responsible for the registration of 
all drivers and chauffeurs, This 
includes the issuing of drivers’ 
licences, the testing of new driv- 
ers, and the administration of the 
several provincial Acts dealing 
with encumbrances, liens, bills of 
sale} and accident indemnity. 

The Highway Traffic Board will 
remain ‘a separate entity butgwill 
form part of the regulatory 
division, ’

Wild oats 
to be target

Wild oats will be the target of 
an all-out war planned by Mani- 
toba weed authorities at a meet- 
ing held in the Legislative Build- 
ing, Winnipeg.

Extensive co-operative trials 
started in the late fall, on eight 
Manitoba farms heavily infested 
with wild oats, will be closely 
watched this coming summer, Mr, 
Wood stated. .
